Dur- 
ing the time our subscription 
rates were dropped from $1.75 to

Prizes of a standard 
Chevrolet Coach for first and a 
Crosley Shelvador electric re- 
frigerator for second were offer- 
ed. 

Several persons entered the 
campaign as contestants but only 
four remained to the end. The 
latter were DeVere Schmidt, 
Laura Parker, Reggie Sheehy 
and Mrs. Stanley Flower, the 
latter. representing the Hospital 
Aid society. The latter started 
about two weeks later in -the 
campaign than the others, and 
while it looked as tho the field 
had been very well covered, 
Mrs. Flowers managed to edge 
into first place by a very narrow 
margin. Mrs. Parker was third 
in the contest and Reggie, while 
he made a fine showing. was 
last. 

During the final week of the 
campaign the subscription re- 
ceipts were placed in a special 
fund chest at Grayling State 
Savings Bank in order to guard 
against any information relative 
to the standings of the contest- 
ants becoming known.

In a country grown largely in- 
different to a staggering federal 
public debt, it is reassuring to 
find a state whittling down its 
deficit and proceeding on a pay- 
as-you-go basis under a governor 
who to date has declared him- 
self firmly opposed to spending

That state is Michigan. A year 
ago we had a deficit of $16,000,- 
000. When the new fiscal year 
begins, July 1, we will be ap- 
proximately $4,000,000 in the red. 
Under the announced policy of 
prorating appropriations ac- 
cording to revenue available, no 
more indebtedness should be 
contracted and the present de- 
ficiency will be lowered as fast 
as surplus funds accumulate. 

| State receipts have a good 
chance to be greater than estim- 
ated as. business picks up and 
welfare expenses diminish. 

It appears that Michigan is go- 
ing to continue leading the na- 
tion in recovery and reach the 
goal without having a burden of 
H debt to be carried along for 
} years.—Grand Rapids Press.

$%,500,000.to the counties within 
the next three weeks. 

The’ first release will be the 
state’s final 1935 payment of 


$1,750,000 to the counties under F 


the McNitt township road law. 
Vouchers for this payment were 
turned over to the auditor-gen- 
eral July 1. 

Vouchers covering the second 
quarter payment on the weight 
tax estimated at $4,500,000 will 
be sent to the auditor-general 
about July 15, the commissioner 
announced.. The third release to 
be made about the same time 
will be $1,225,000 as half the 
state’s obligation to the counties 
from the gasoline tax. Under 
the 1933 law reducing the weight 
tax from 55 cents to 35 cents a 
hundred pounds the state is re- 
quired to return $2,550,000 a year 
to the counties as partial com- 
pensation for the reduced rev- 
enue from that source. 

Weight’ tax collections are 
nearly $2,000,000 above those at 
the same time last year. For the 
first five months of 1934 the col- 
lections amounted to $10,334,589 
compared with $12,035,736 for the 
same period, this year. The state 
highway department’s release on 
the first quarter payment was 
made April 9 and amounted to 
$8,557,303. 

Gasoline tax collections have 
increased from $7,184,028 for the 
first five months of 1934 to $7,- 
709,542 for the same period of 
this year. 

All of the counties which have 
made their final gas and weight 
tax and township road reports to 
the state highway department 
and which have settled their 
obligations with the auditor gen- 
eral’s office, will be entitled to 
their payments shortly after July 
1. A few of the counties have 
not submitted the reports and 
have not settled their obliga- 
ions. 

The McNitt money is returned 
to the counties under the 1931 
law authorizing the counties to 
take over the maintenance of all 
township roads by 1936 at the 
rate of 20 per cent a year. The 
counties now have 80 per cent 
of the township roads. Allott- 
ments to each county are based 
upon the amount of township 
road mileage. 

Crawford county’s second half 
of the McNitt money for 1935 is 
$13,845.07.

“It ig particularly gratifying to 
note the expansion of deposits, since 
it was their decline which made nec- 
essary the Higuidation of invest- 
ments, the calling of loans, and all 
the other phenomena which go un- 
der the name of ‘deflation’ and have 
brought banks so much criticism in 
recent years. It ts now plain that 
this was due to efforts of the banks 
to place themselves in the posses- 
sion of enough liquid assets to meet 
the growing demands of depositors 
tor the return of a part of the money 
which had been placed on deposit. 

“That this is true is borne out by 


Abe movement of tnvested funds of 


ec 


state banks, which has paralleled 
that of deposits. These invested 
funds (leans and discounts plus in. 
vestments) for state banks, dropped 
from $20,291,320,000, at the end of 
1931, to $14,915,773.000 at the end of 
1933. By December 31, 1934, how- 
ever, they had recovered to $15,769. 
510,000. All of this gain is accounted 
for by the increase in investments 
during 1934, the expansion amount- 
ing to approximately $1,300,000,000. 

“As for loans and discounts, they 
registered a alight drop again in 
1934, but the rate of decline was 
much smaller than in previous years, 
which in itself is progress. Whereas 
the drop in loans and discounts 
amounted to approximately $3,300,- 
$00,000 in 1932, and to approximate- 
ly $1,300,000,000 in 1933, 1t was less 
than $500,000,0000 in 1934. 

“In another respect the balance 
sheet figures for December 31, 1934, 
were especially impressive. Bills 
payable and rediscounts of the state 
banks, which at the end of 1932 had 
reached a depression high of $669,- 
708,000, had dropped by the close of 
last year to the low figure of $82,101, 
000. One must search the records as 
far back as 1917 to find bills payable 
and rediscounts of state banks at a 
lower figure. Moreover, it is reason- 
able to expect a further reduction of 
such borrowings during the current 
year.”

NEW YORK. — The American 
Bankers Association Protective 
Committee has developed a plan of 
bank inspection to bring out expo- 
sure hazards or weak spots in re- 
spect to attacks by criminals based 
on its long-established, nation-wide 
experience in investigating bank 
burgiaries, holdups and sneak thefts. 

The inspection covers eighty lead- 
ing questions and seventsen recom- 
mendations which are instructive in 
the prevention of such crimes. 
These relate to such subjects as the 
use of alarms and other protective 
equipment, aiso the condition of 
windows, doors, skyNghta and other

BvEN Huey Long cheered when 
President Roosevelt's unexpect- 
ed message on redistribution of 
wealth and increase of taxation for 
the rich was read to congress. The 
Chief Executive offered a program 
that he hopes wll) pay part of the 
vr3t expenses of the New Deal
